Last yeur there was a sharp decrease 
| in the production of tungsten ore owing 
to tbe decrease in the demand for tool 
steels, in which the bulk of the tung- 
sten produced is used, according to 
Frank L. Hess in a report on this metal 
just issued by the United States geo- 
logical survey. The production of do- 
mestic tungsten ore in 1911 amounted 
| to 1,139 short tous of concentrates, Car- 
| eying 60 per cent of tungsten trioxide, 
valued at $407,985; in 1910 the produc- 
tion amounted to 1,821 short tons, val- 
ned at $832,992 

Tungsten is used chietiy in making 
steels that will bold their temper when 
heated, but it is most generally known 
as supplying the filament of tungsten 
incandescent) lamps. The great im- 
provements in drawing tungsten wire 
and further notable improvements in 
the size of the globe of the tungsten 
lamp and iv other mechanical details 
that add greatly to Its efficiency are 
making it encroach upon the carbon

Rubber Inner Tube That Holds Air 
After Being Punctured. — 

4 new form of inner tube which bas 
recently been pliced on the market is 
well worthy of consideration as seem- 
iugly represeufing an important step 


} jp the right direction. 


This tube contains no filler, no 
‘dope’ of any kind, but is a regular 
ppeumatie tube inflated with air in the 
ygual way, Which, owing to some pe 
culiar and very ingenions features ip 
its coustruction, Is in a large meas 
ary self sealing apd will hold the air 
for a long time. it is claimed, even 
after receiving 4 yery severe puncture. 


| The principle og which the construc 


fien of this tire is based can best be 


Pesplained by reference to our illustra 


tions. The inner tube igs made rather 
beuvy at the tread and hag tinbedded 
in it a strip of canvas seen in section 
in Fig. 1. which represents the ap 
pearance af the tube when first made. 
We now come to the important feature 
of the new tuhe. After u length of 
tubing has been made as sual and 
with the stracture shown fn Fig. 1 
the tube is now turned inside out. An

is turned inside out the egnvas strip 
is ander tension, and. being inelastic 


and therefore nahle to give way to | 


this tension. it holds the detiared tire in 
a tiat position, as shown in Fig. 2. On 
intlation the tire is, of course. forced 


| tọ assume a circular farm. and the 


canvas strip. being now situated on the 
external circuinference and heing. as 
already pointed out, inestensible, com 
presses the rubber underneath it. so 
that the tread portion of the inner 
tube is always onder compression and 
therefore self sealing. In point of fact, 
a puncture made with a sharp nail or 


point seais itself automatically. so that 
tit cannot be detected by the usual 


immersion in water. 

The diagram of Fig 4 is intended to 
show roughly the way in which the 
rubber behaves when a puncture is 
made. The nail on the left is shown 
in its eutering position, when it drags 


| the fiber of the rubber with it and 


raises a tuft of rubber on the inside 
of the tube 
beling withdrawn, and the fiber of the 
rubber is following to its motion. On 
the extreme richt is seen a puncture 
sealed by the rnbber after the nail bas 
been extracted
